There are several. amendments to this 
motion, Sir George Reid having priority with a 
declaration that the House is unable to take up 
st the present time the question of Home Rule 
or any other question of domestic legislation 
that would unavoidably excite acute, differences 
of opinion. A Nawjonalist Party meeting will 
be held to-morrow afternoon. 


THE AMERICAN PLOT. 


While the @mes deamnées of -Pacitism, says 
The Times, have been desperately suggesting in 
Congress thet the Zimmermann despatch is a 
forgery, its author has, himself, come forward 
to avow and to defend it” Herr Zimmermann’s 
confessions to am American journalist, and the 
inspired Berlin telegram, which reaches us 
through Amsterdam, must sweep away the last 
lingering donbts of the sceptical or the indif- 
ferent across the Atlantic. They admit the 
genuitieness of the despatch, and they admit 
tfat the German Foreign Office sent it while 
that Office was still proclaiming its regard and 
admiration for America, and its profound re- 
spect for Mr, Wilson’s ideals. It was Germany's 
duty, they explain, to “ take precautions in 
time.” These were, however, strictly contin- 
gent. Her Minister in Mexico was not to offer 
Carranza an alliance, financial support, and 
the recovery of New Mexico, Texas, and Arizona 
unless the United States defended themselves 
against the new piracy. He must “ know for 
certain “" that America was going to war before 
he committed himself. Then he was tq arrange 
the details, The fact that Count Bernstorff 
conspired to provoke foreign Powers to make 
war in certain events upon the State to which 
he was accredited is justly regarded in America 
as the most disgraceful feature in the whole 
episode. To this the Germans have no reply to 
wake.

More than 
one Senator declared hia conviction that the. pas- 
sage of the bill would mean war with Germany 
sooner or later, but almost without éxceptjon 
they added that they were ready to accept war 
on these terms. A few speakers insiste@ that 
the measure would not mean war, bat no 
speaker expressed any other expectation than 
that the bill would be passed. . 

The recess was taken after an agreement had 
been reached To fake’ up the bill passed by the 
House of Representatives, which does not give 
President Wilson all-he asked, including “other 
instrumentalities,”’ with the object of substitat- 
ing for it the Senate Bill, which the President 
approves, The Administration leaders are con- 
fident that the House of Representatives will 
accept the Senate Bill.
